Revels Expel Correspondents. 

The rebel con:mander-in-chitf was 
said to have dismissed the foreign 
correspondents who have been with 
the rebels in Chihuahua—so that they 
would not learn of the magnitude of 
the rebel: disaster. 

Official reports from the Pacific 
coast were that the troops of General 
Lazaro Cardenas had occupied the

INTERNED FEDERAIS 
RELEASED BY U. 8. 

El Paso, Texas, April 5.-—(4)—A 
special train carrying 295 Mexican 
federal soldiers who had been interned 
here since their unsuccessful defense 
of Juarez, Chi., against a rebel at- 
tack on March 8, left El Paso at 
6:50 tonight for Naco, Ari.z They 
will cross the border at that point 
into Mexico to reinforce the federal 
garrison, which is defending Naco, 
Sonora, against insurgent forces. 

Aboard the train were 295 soldiers, 
46 women, 33 children and 37 horses. 
The announced destination was Eagle 


i Pase, Texas, but officers aboard said

Impressed Upon Capital 
by Evidences of High 
Esteem of French. 


Washington, April 5.-—(4)—The 


name of General John J. Pershing, 
World War hero of America and 
France, crept mysteriously today into 
the speculation over the successor of 
the late Myron T. Herrick, ambassador 
to Paris. 

This rumor seems to have been born 
abroad, but it was without denial or 
confirmation tonight in official circles. 
It was learned at the White House 
and the state department that no de- 
cision has been made on the important 
French post and so the name of Gen- 
eral Pershing took its place in specu- 
lation along with those of Dwight F. 
Davis, former secretary of war; Henry 
P. Fletcher, ambassador to Italy: 
Frank B. Kellogg, recently retired 
secretary of state, and others. 

President Hoover is known to be 
looking for a man of acknowledged 
qualifications. He is understood to 
have offered the ambassadorship to 
Great Britain to Charles G. Dawes, 
who retired from the vice presidency 
on March 4, and selection of Dawes 
and Pershing would place two of the 
nation’s World War figures and its 


outstanding citizens in the two most 
sought diplomatic posts. 


Speaker at Funeral. 


It is believed here that General 
Pershing, now in Paris, would prove 
a happy selection in the eyes of the 
French as.a@ successor to Mr. Herrick, 
whose popularity at Paria was gen- 
erally acknowledged. At the funeral 
services in Paris yesterday for Mr. 
Herrick, General Pershing was one of 
the speakers. 

Since the stirring war days, when 
Pershing commanded America’s troops 
in France, the general has often re- 
visited that country. He is now re- 
tired from the army, but by a special 
act of congress draws the full salary 
of a general. Should he be appointed, 
it is believed he would be kept on 
that pay. It is against Jaw to draw 
two government salaries at once, but 
his army pay would be larger than 
that of an ambassador. 


General’s Wishes Unknown. 


Financial ability to meet the many 
social demands in the diplomatic corps 
is an important factor in the avyail- 
ability of a man for such appoint- 
ment. There is reason to. believe 
that. Mr. Pershing would look favora- 
bly on a diplomatic post. 

There is no indication that President 
Hoover will make an early selection. 

Despite his close friendship to Mr. 
Hoover, it is believed Hugh Gibson. 
ambassador to Belgium, is not under 
consideration and it is believed by his 
own dictation. 

The name of Senator Edge. repub- 
lican, of New Jersey, has been men- 
tioned along with that of Mr. Davis. 
Another name heard in the speculn- 
tion at the department is that of J. 
(‘alvin Brown, a New Yorker who par- 
ticipated very actively in the campaign 
for Hoover.

FARM HEARINGS 


NEAR CONCLUSION 


Leaders Certain of Sup- 
port To Pass Bill Favor- 
able to Hoover as Ses- 
sion Start Nears. 


Washington, April 5.—(#)--With 
administration leaders confident of the 
support needed to write a new farm 
relief bill acceptable to President Hoo- 
ver, congressional hearings on farm- 
ing conditions were all but closed to- 


day and the senate and house agricul- 
ture cominittees started preparations 
to draft a measure for consideration 
by the special session of congress. 

The house committee completed the 
taking of testimony late today, but 
the senate committee still has a few 
witnesses to hear before it gets down 
to business in executive session. These 
Are expected to testify within the next 
few days. 

The task of writing the new bill on 
the house side will fall to a sub- 
committee, a majority of which has 
expressed a desire to prepare a meas- 
ure in line with administration views. 
Qn- the senate side, the new bill will 
be written by the full committee, and 
here again, Chairman McNary is sat- 
isfied that he has sufficient support 
to. bring out a measure in accord with 
recommendations made by Secretary 
Hyde. 

As the hearings approached a close 
today administration leaders were con- 
vineed the new bill would follow close- 
ly that introduced last fall by Sena-

HOOVER FAVORS 
INCOME TAX GUI 


President Believes Earn- 
ings Should Be First To 
Get Relief in Reduction 
Plan.

Washington, April  5.—(4)—When 
tax revision legislation can be under- 


taken by congress. President Hoover) 


believes that the thousands of people 
who pay a federal levy on earned in- 
comes should be the first to receive re- 
lief. 

In his opinion, however, it will be 
at least six months before the subject 
can be discussed with a view to di- 
rect action, because of the fact that 
the extent of government expenditures 
under recent legislation first must be 
determined, 

His suggestion that the tax on 
earned incomes the first to be re- 
duced is in line with recommenda- 
tions already made by Secretary Mel- 
lon, of the treasury department. 

The president feels that a sufficient 
distinetion is not made between earn- 
ed incomes and inceemes which fall 
into the unearned class, such as re- 
turns from investments. As he views 
it. savings for future use must be pro- 
vided by the former while no such 
use must be made of unearned in- 
come and he regards the tax on earned 
incomes as placing a penalty upon 
thrift. s 

The extent of reduction must de- 
pend. he believes on both the pros 
perity of the country and the total 
of government expenditures. The lat- 
ter has increased in recent months, 
with disbursements for flood control, 
the navy and many other purposes, 
and just ahead it is expected that ap- 
propriations will be made for helping 
the agricultural situation. 

Until these expenditures have been 
combined and their effects upon the 
budget determined, Mr. Hoover feels 
that it is impossible to speak of tax 
reduction in positive terms. To offset 
these outlays to some extent, he hopes 
to effect economies by reorganization 
of government bureaus and a conse- 
quent elimination of waste and du- 
plicated effort.

Recodifieation and standardization 
of vehicular traffic laws in Georgia 
are contemplated in a request of Ful- 
ton county representatives in the 
Georgia legislature to Mayor | Pees. 
Ragsdale to call together all inter- 
ested parties for a congress to be held 
in Atlanta prior to the meeting of 
the assembly, it was learned Friday. 

Miss Bessie Kempton, Luther 8till 
and Dr. George Brown have addressed 
a joint communication to the mayor 
asking him to call mayors of leading 
Georgia cities, representatives of safe- 
ty councils, auto clubs, owners, deal- 
ers, transportation and others inter- 
ested in order that some plan of 
standardization may be evolved before 
the meeting of the assembly. 

The mayor declared Friday that he 
would call such a meeting, stating 
that he wished to confer with Fulton 
representatives and others before set- 
ting the wxact date in order that it 


might be of the grefitest convenience 
to the largest number of individuals. 
Although the conference would con- 


sider primarily the traffic laws, it 


was indicated that other matters re- 
lating to motor driven vehicles may 
be considered and other recommenda- 
tions probably evolved. 

“I feel that the step is in the right 
direction,” the mayor said. “Some- 
thing should be done to standardize 
the law so that a person going from 
one city to another might know just 
what is expected of him as far as is 
possible.” 

There also was a hint that some 
action looking toward a recommenda- 
tion as to expenditure of the state 
gasoline tax on _ paved highways 
might be made at the conference.

his client. 

It was the second trial and second 
conviction for Merritt. He previous- 


ly had been found guilty of assault 
and sentenced to serve from 13 tv 
6 years in the penitentiary. Eight 
other indictments, charging robbery, 
assault and attempted assault are 
pending against him. 

Merritt, his 19-year-old wife, his 
mother and sister received the swift 
verdict of the jury without the slight- 
est trace of emotion.

_ The judge then read the sentence, 
fixing the time and place for Mer- 
ritts execution. Immediately after- 
ward he was led back to his cell in 
the Fulton tower, under guard of six 
sheriff's deputies. Without a tear, 
without a word, his mother, his wife 
and his sister, put coat and bonnet 
on his 8-month-old daughter, Barbara, 
and walked with firm step from the 
courtroom. 

The Merritt jury reached its de- 
cision on the first ballot, but a second 
and a third were taken before all 
had agreed on the penalty. On the 
first ballot, according to J. C. Glore.

Ernest Eich, 19-year-old employe of 
a newspaper circulation department, 
Friday was sentenced to life impris- 
onment for the slaying of his 18-year- 
old bride of a few months, Elizabeth, 
killed in a quarrel at the home of 
Fich’s parents, 285 Washington street, 


on the night of January 29. 

A jury in Judge J. Ogden Persons’ 
special division of the criminal court 
returned a verdict of guilty against 
Fich, carrying with it a recommenda- 
tion for mercy, Friday morning after 
deliberating nearly six hours. cudge 
Persons immediately passed sentence. 
A motion: for a new trial was filed 
by Bich'’s counsel. 

| Mother Swoons. 

Eich. who had gone through the 
trial with an air of indifference, paled 
as. the verdjct was read by Assistant 
Solicitor-General Ed A. Stephens. His 
mother, Mrs. Barto Eich, swooned 
and had to be carried from the court- 
room by friends and bailiffs. Mrs. C. 
D. Barrett, mother of the dead girl, 
received the verdict unmoved. 

The jury, it was reported, had stood 
11 to 1 for conviction on a charge of 
murder since the beginning of the bal- 
loting Thursday night. After five bal- 
lots Thursday night, in which the 
Jone juror held out for acquittal when 
Judge Person ruled against a compro- 
mise which would return a verdict of 
manslaughter. the jurors were taken 
“to a hotel and locked up for the night. 

Lone Juror Gives In. 

Returning to the courthouse Friday 
morning to. resume deliberations the 
lone juror continued to hold out until 
nearly noon, when he decided to agree 
with the majority. 

Members of the jury would not re- 
veal if any of them at any time had 
favored the death penalty. 

In the trial of Bich the state con- 
tended that Mrs. Hich had been killed 
by a bullet wound in the back. Kich 
on the witness stand said that his wife 
had shot him and that they had strug- 
gled for the pistel she was holding 
but that he did not remember if he 
shot her, asserting that from the time 
the scuffle began cuntil he woke up 
in the Grady hospital he was unable 
to recall anything.

Speaking near the close of the last

Too many , 
men are so much alike.” 

Boykin’s Argument Short.

Permitted | 
to introduce evidence pertaining to the | 
other crimes for which Merritt is un- | 
der indictment the solicitor-general ' 
based his plea for the death penalty 
not only on the evidence submitted in 
the case for which Merritt is on trial, 
but for the whole series of offenses 
which are laid to him. 

“This man must be made to pay 
dearly for what he has done, if our 
homes and our women are to be re- 
spected,”” Mr. Boykin said. “Here we 
hate a man charged with the worst 
crimes on the statute books and he 
cannot offer an iota of evidence to 
defend himself save his own state- 
ment that he never saw his accusers 
before. There might be some doubt 
of the identity of the man if there 
was only one person to point him out 
but when one after another woman 
gets on the witness stand and says 
Merritt was her assailant there can 
be no doubt of it.” 


Life Threatened, Says State. 


Solicitor-General Boykin also an- 
swered the defense's contention that 
the alleged victim of Merritt had 
plenty of chance to make an outcry 
and save herself by declaring that she 
remained silent and did as she was 
bid solely because she had been threat- 
ened with death. 

“When Merritt entered this woman's 
motor car he told her to do as he 
sail or he would kill her,” Boykin 
snid. “He told -her that if she did as 
she was told she would not be killed. 
What else could a defenseless woman 
do? Where is the slayer of Robert 
M. Brandon? He has never been 
caught. If this woman had made any 
attempt to make an outcry she would 
have been shot and killed and like 
the slayer of Brandon, her murderer 
still would be uncaptured.”’ 

Opening arguments for the state and 
defense were made at the morning ses- 
sion after Merritt had taken the stand 
to deny that he had ever seen any of 
the girls and young women who ac- 
cuse him.

Echols’ Statement. 

Echols’ statement follows: 

“Mr. Noah Stone and I know noth- 
ing of what kind of work P. W. Han- 
cock is assigned to in the Colquitt 
county convict camv. We had no con: 
troversy with Mr. Etheridge concern- 
ing him, nor will we be drawn into 
a controversy with Mr. Etheridge, as 
he is my friend and I have no ecriti- 
cism to offer to Mr. Etheridge’s at- 
titude in the matter. 

“Shortly after Mr. Stone and I 
filed a plea of guilty for Mr. Hancock 
before Judge Virlyn Moore, he was 
assigned by the prison commission to 
Fulton county. I received informa- 
tion that this assignment was made 
at the request of Paul S. Etheridge, 
chairman of the Fulton county com- 
mission, who had gone to.the prison 
commission and asked that Hancock 
be assigned to Fulton county and had 
also sent a deputy county warden to 
the commission to make the same re- 
quest.’ We also had information that 
‘some of the directors of the Lakewood 
‘bank made the statement in public 
‘that they had this done, ‘in order that

“Then we went tothe commission 
and asked that he be moved from Ful- 
ton county, in order to avoid the 
extra humiliation being heaped upon 
him, as we learned that some of the 
officers and directors of the bank had 

n out to leok him over, and it 
looked to us like that it was the pur- 
pose of someone to heap humiliation 
upon the boy’s head, in addition to the 
punishment designated by the state of 
Georgia. We did not ask the commis- 
sion tu remove him to any specific 
place, but only to take him out of 
Fulton connty. We were joined in 
this request by Judge J. P. Knight, 
of Nashville. 

“The commission, I understand, has 
transferred him to Moultrie, Ga.

Secretary Stimson. and Secretary 
Good conferred today and decided to 
warn the rebel leaders again. Accord- 
ingly, instructions to that effect were 
sent to Major General William Las- 
siter at San Antonio. 

Brigadier General Frank 8. Cocheu, 
commanding the American forces along 
the Arizona-New Mexico boundary, 
will be sent again to visit General 
Fausto Topete to impress upon him 
the seriousness with which the Ameri- 
can government views the carelessness 
of the rebel aviators. General Topete 
has twice apologized for the falling of 
bombs on American territory and as 
many times has promised it would not 
recur. He also instructed that all 
damages caused by the shells should b< 
settled at once. 

The danger to Americans and their 
interests in the state of Sinaloa, caused 
by the retreat of the rebels, who were 
unsuccessful in their attack on Mazat- 
lan, also is worrying state department 
officials. ‘There are large American 
interests in Sinaloa and in the adjoin- 
ing state of Sonora which i€ held by 
the rebels, and to protect these Secre- 
tary Stimson today requested the sec- 
etary of the navy to dispatch a de- 
stroyer to the port of Topolobampo 10 
Sinaloa, about 200 miles north of 
Mazatlan. : : 

The navy department announced 
late in the day that the request of 
the state department for a destroyer 
had been received and the Robert 
Smith, now at. Tobari bay, Mexico, 
would be ordered to Topolo-Bampo, 
Mexico. It also was said that a de- 
stroyer from San Diego would be sent 
to Tobari bay to take the place of 
the Robert Smith.

Charges Savagery. 

Escobar charged federal troops 
with “savagery” in “shelling the am- 
bulances where our wounded were be- 
ing given treatment” and declared 
that his men would “avenge the blood- 
shed in the battles of the last few 
days by the most abominable tyrant 
Mexico ever had.” 


Ambassador Morrow’ reported to

can government believed the rebels had 
put their full strength into the battles 
in and around Jimenez. 

Repairs Rail Line. 

General Almazan’s army probably 
will remain a day or two longer at 
La Reforma and Jimenez until: the 
railroad line to Torreon has been re- 
paired.

Gave $378 For Job. 
A former Arkansas postmaster de- 
clared ‘he gave $378 for his job, and 
a former Tennessee postmaster as- 
serted that he contributed $200 and 
two hog» for his appointment. 
Alabama physician said he believed 
appointments were being “given to the 
highest bidder in the state.” 
Texas letters and memorandas, put 
into the record at the request of R. 
B. Creager, republican national com- 
mitteeman for that state. revealed 
that a large number office-holders, 
many 0: whom were recommended by 
Creager, had been regular contributors 
over a period of years. Nearly all of 
the letters praised Creager’s methods, 
but some did the opposite. 
Brookhart rend a telegram in which 
Creager accused the senator of false- 
hood with respect to a recent  state- 
ment. 
“Creager,” Brookhart said, “is ins 
tellectually dishonest. The charges 
laid before this committee indicate 
‘that Creager has demoralized his or- 
ganization ,in Texas. The immoral 
purpose of these contributions is un- 
explained.”

AS IT WORKS. 


“Is the golf swing more like the baseball swing or the matter of throw- 
ing a baseball?” asks L. D. It isn’t a direct copy of either one, but it 
carries many of the main principles that apply to both. In throwing a 
baseball the weight comes completely on the ‘back foot, the right foot 
for a right hander, with the left foot usually off the ground. In hitting 
a golf ball or a baseball the majority of the weight should come at one 
time to the right foot on the back swing in order to bring about better 
balance for the forward swing. The bad golfing habit of carrying too 
much weight on the left foot through the back swing is also one of the 
main faults of baseball swinging.’ ‘“‘Any number of young hitters have 
this habit,” says Max Carey, the Brooklyn star, ‘and some of the old 
timers have it also, a fault cuts about 30 points off their batting aver- 
ages.” The late John Montgomery Ward, a great ball player and a good 
golfer, was one of the first—probably the first—to see that the main 
fundamentals of hitting a baseball and a golf ball were the same. One 
of these fundamentals is letting the body work in unison with the hands 
and arms, not against them. This comes easier in throwing a baseball, 
for the simple reason that the average kid starts throwing a rock or 
something else about the time he learns to walk. And at that more 
lithe a..d more imitative age he has the fundamentals of throwing without 
ever having to think about them. But let him try to throw something— 
a baseball or a rock—for the first time when he is thirty years old, or 
older, and see er happens. 


N THE EVE OF HOSTILITIES. 


The early pennant pickers, who favored the Yankees and the Cubs, 
can still stand by their selections without any great amount of worry.

The Yankees were 
about thirteen gamégs ahead last summer when the call and the need 
came for reserves. A few reserves would have kept most of this lead. 
Huggins believes he has enough help now ready on the bench to rush 
in and plug any gap. 

He may never get any such jump on the fieid as be got last spring 
and summer befgre the crash came. The Yankeés also will have more 
comptition from the Athletics, Tigers, Browns and others than they had 
a year ago. Byt they still look to be about the best ball club in the 
game with Rutf still around. The combination of Ruth and Gehrig is 
much the toughest spot any pitcher has to face in any tight game.

Many a nice shot might be wiped 
off the slate if this rule were ad- 
hered to by most of us.

Through the green or in a hazard, if 
a player play when his opponent 
shoukd have played, the opponent may 
at once recall the stroke and the play- 
er will play another ball from the 
same spot without penalty. 

That's about enough for one day. 
If both of my readers are in as denxe 
a fog as I am after just these two lit- 
tle lessons, it is quite enough.

It is an old saying in baseball that 
n team is as strong as a line drawn 
from behind the bat through second 
base to center field. If the Giants 
do not perform as well as their ad- 
mirers hope, it may be because of a 
weakness at second. 


The Giants now have a good catch- 
ing staff, good pitchers, a good center 
fielder in Roush or Welsh and a govd 
shortstop in Jackson, but neither 
Reese nor Cohen is of the caliber of 
several Giant second sackers of the 
past. 


Cubs Have Hornsby. 


The Cubs, on the other hand, 
scarcely may be said to be weak at 
second. Rogers Hornsby is a fairly 
useful player at that position and 
even more useful at the plate. 

Both the Giants and Cubs should 
cause opposing pitchers plenty of trou- 
ble. Cuyler, Hornsby, Wilson, Ste- 
phension and Grimm following each 
other in the batting order are no sight 
to make a twirler happy; but Lind- 
strom, Ott, Terry, Jackson. Leach 
and Hogan are also a painful picture 
for any opposing boxman. 

All the battiug in the’ league will 
not be done by these two clubs. The 
Pittsburgh Pirates can hit—when the 
regular team is in there—and so can 
the St. Louis Cards, in spite of their 
world's series showing against the 
Yanks. If Jack Hendricks really has 
added a punch to the Cincinnati Reds, 
as he thinks he has, this should be 
what might be termed a socking sea- 
son, 


Yanks Stronger. 


The more you consider the matter, 
the more you come to the conclusion 
that the Yankees are a stronger teum 
than they were last seasou, which is 
no cheering news for the remainder 
of the American league. The Yanks 
were plenty strong enough last year tu 
suit their opponents. But this jear 
their outfield is as strong, their catch- 
ing a little better, their pitching and 
infield stronger and their reserve 
strength much increased.
